A brief concerning Church Extension Fellowship 


“Freely ye have received, freely give.” 
—Matt. 10:8. 

Perhaps there is no cause more dear 
to the heart of one who has been 
brought to a knowledge of the saving 
grace of Christ and has been filled with 
the Holy Spirit than the great cause of 
spreading the saving gospel to others. 
Our Assemblies of God has made a 
teputation for itself as one of the most 
rapidly expanding church groups in 
modern church history and as a great 
promoter of missions. This has come 
ebout not for the record’s sake, nor by 
indulging in the spirit of competition, 
but as a result of the inward drive that 
characterizes an anointed people appre- 
ciative of what God has done for them 
and what He can do for others. 

Though the record may look good in 
terms of general growth in the last half 
century, not one of us, old-timer or new 
adherent, is satisfied with what has 
been done. 

Many today are worshiping in fine 
churches which are the result of an early 
faithful beginning in a tent or in a 
rented store building, possibly an early- 
day mission hall whose location was not 
what might be termed advantageous. 
But our people worked with what they 
had—and God blessed. But doubtless 
more could have been accomplished if 
there had been more to work with in 
the beginning of many of the churches. 
However, with God’s blessing, much can 
be done with little. Samson slew a 
thousand with a jawbone of an ass, but 
that did not become the standard equip- 
ment of Israel’s army. David's sling 
could down Goliath, but that was emer- 
gency means, a triumph out of handi- 
cap, accomplishment in spite of appar- 
ent insurmountable odds. 

On the other hand, with the best of 
equipment, Israel could not win a bat- 
tle without the help of God. From the 
day that Aaron and Hur had to keep the 
band of Moses uplifted that Joshua’s 
army in the valley might be victorious 
until the prophets’ voices had rung out 
in strong appeal to trust in God and 
obey His Word, Israel was taught that 
progress and victory come not to the 
strong but to those whom God blesses 
and’ prospers. We are to learn by their 
experience says the Apostle Paul (1 Cor. 
16:11") 

As equipment of itself did not insure 
Israel's accomplishment in their strug- 
gles with their enemies, neither will 
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convenient and _ attractive facilities of 
themselves produce the results we seek 
as we work for the advance of the 
church. Souls are reached by Christian 
love and the tender ministration of the 
Spirit. With this fact none would dis- 
agree. The premise in all the planning 
is that Spirit-filled workers will lean 
heavily on the grace and help of God 
in every effort undertaken. 

The Church Extension Fellowship, 
now becoming a part of our District 
program, is not designed to do away 
with the home missions procedure that 
has been operating in the past. That 
worthy work is meeting a need that 
could not be served in any other way, 
lending a. boost to efforts not strong 
enough to keep going as a witness in 
the community. Church Extension Fel- 
lowship is to integrate the will and funds 
of many people in order to provide a 
means of initiating gospel efforts in 
places that the other system could not 
touch. With enough funds to purchase 
property in a desirable location and to 
put an attractive unit on it for church 
development as the enterprise takes 
root and becomes a part of the com- 
munity and of the District fellowship, 
Church Extension will have launched 
another center, a going and growing 
church, to propagate the gospel mess- 
age by means of the pulpit and the 
Sunday school, as well as the social con- 
tact and the witness of those. whose 
lives have been changed and been made 
full as only Christ the Lord can make 
them. 

The Church Extension Fellowship 
will be only as strong as the size of the 
company of members and their co-oper- 
ation will make it. The more members, 
and the promptness of their response 
when the call for support is made, the 
more readily will a church be estab- 
lished. 

Large new communities are springing 
up where none were before. Orchards 
recede before the advance of new houses 
on new winding streets and avenues as 
California industry provides homes for 
the thousands coming to the West in 
one of history’s greatest migrations. In 
these cases there are no store buildings 
to rent and there are no vacant lots for 
placing a tent; we must go about plant- 
ing a new church in a new communi 
in a new way. It is believed that Church 
Extension Fellowship is the answer. 
And the same system can shorten the

A Lesson From the Message tothe . . . 


Church at Philadelphia

(Rey. 3:7-13) 
The word “Philadelphia” means broth- 


| erly love. The church at Philadelphia 
) was representative of the true church of 


Jesus Christ which existed locally at 
Philadelphia when John was given the 
represents a condition 
obtained throughout the 
whole church age, namely, the true 
church of brotherly love in the midst of 


' varying conditions. It also represents a 


distinct period of time during the dis- 
pensation of grace; roughly speaking 


» from about the middle of the eighteenth 


century to the end of the age. The church 
at Philadelphia loved Christ fervently 
and one another sincerely. These two 
things always go together; to divorce 
them is to fail to realize the meaning 


of true Scriptural love. No one can love 
» the Lord and hate his brother; indeed 


our love to Christ can be measured by 
our love to our brother. 

This church period is particularly the 
church of evangelistic and missionary la- 
bors, which began about 1750 A.D. In 
every letter to the churches in Asia there 
is a reference to the vision of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Here the reference is to the 
fact that it is He who hath the key of 
David, He that openeth, and no man 
shutteth; and shutteth, and no man open- 
eth. It is said concerning this church that 
it had a little strength. It was like a per- 
son who is convalescing from a great 
sickness; like a person who is still very 
weak. It was the dead Sardis church re- 
vived. 

Revivals and missionary effort have 
been characteristic of the Philadelphia 
period. Let us name just a few well 
known names of this period: George 
Whitfield, John Fletcher, John and 
Charles Wesley, Peter Cartwright, 
Charles G. Finney, D. L. Moody, Gen- 
eral William Booth, Robert A. Torrey, 
and some of the great missionaries such 
as David Livingston, Henry Martin, Rob- 
ert Morrison, William Carey, and a host 
of others. Truly it was a church that 
had set before it an open door. In 1793 


William Carey sailed for India where 


he found an open door. Since that time 
the Lord has opened the door into China, 
Japan, Korea, India, and the islands of 
the sea. The church at Philadelphia 


lacked the energy of the church at Ephe- 


sus; nevertheless, three things are said 
concerning it. 

First, it had a little power; second, 
it was obedient to the Word of Christ; 
third, it did not deny the Lord’s name. 
It is quite probable that this church was 
poor and low in the social scale, but 
they loved the Lord. We read that i 
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Sardis the Word had been ignored; in 
Thyatira the Word had been supplanted 
by the word of Jezebel; but in Philade- 
Iphia the Word had been kept. There 
was a loving response in their hearts to 
that which Christ would teach. Christ 
was very much at home in the church 
at Philadelphia; He was loved, wor- 
shipped, honored, and exalted. 

Have you ever noticed how much is 
said in the Scriptures concerning pa- 
tience? We read that “good ground” 
hearers bring forth fruit “with patience.” 
We read that “with patience we wait for 
that which we see not.” Again it is said 
that we are “strengthened with power 
unto all patience and longsuffering.” 
Further, it is stated that there are those 
who “through faith and patience inherit 
the promises,’ and finally the admoni- 
tion comes to us, “Let us run with pa- 
tience the race that is set before us.” 
Here was an assembly of God that stead- 
ily, unfalteringly, and lovingly endured 
and waited for Christ. Because this 
church had kept the word, a promise was 
made. Rotherham renders verse 10 thus: 
“Because thou didst keep my word of 
endurance, I also will keep thee out of 
the hour of trial which is about to come 
upon the whole habitable world, to try 
them that dwell upon the earth.” Notice 
that the promise is not that the church 
shall be preserved in tribulation, but kept 
out of it. The tribulation is for the pur- 
pose of testing or trying earth dwellers, 
but not for the purpose of testing or try- 
ing those who dwell “in the heavenlies.” 

The great tribulation is not church 
time; it is Jewish Time. lt is the fulfill- 
ment of the seventieth week in Daniel’s 
prophecy. The true church is caught out 
before tribulation judgment begins. Here 
is a distinct promise that the faithful 
will escape the tribulation woes. 

If it is the purpose of God that the 
church should pass through the tribula- 
tion, then instead of watching and wait- 
ing for the Lord, as Scripture teaches, 
we would be watching and waiting for 
the manifestation of the “Man of Sin,” 
the Anti-Christ, and for the beginning 
of the great tribulation. 

We are admonished in the Word of 
God to leok for that “blessed hope and 
the glorious appearing of our great God 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ.” The coming 
of th: anti-Christ cannot be called a 
blessed hove in any sense of the word; 


nor can the expectation of the great 


trioulation, such as the world has never 
seen, be interpreted in any sense, as a 
blessed hope of the church. His glorious 
return to catch up his waiting bride is, 
and has always been, the great, glorious 


hope of the church, The expectation of 
anti-Christ and tribulation cannot serve 
to bring joy or blessing to any man’s 
heart. The expectation of His blessed 
return, causes our hearts to mount up 
with joy as we remind ourselves that He 
may come at any moment. We who are 
covered by His precious, protecting 
blood, may be caught up and caught 
away from the scene of this world’s hate 
and evil, and be caught up from tril - 
ulational woes and judgments to be f- r- 
ever with the Lord at any time. This 
indeed is our blessed hope, and this is 
a sourch of continual comfort to every 
believing child of God. 

There are some who would object to 
this teaching-on the ground of 2 Thessa- 
lonians 2:3, which says, “Let no man 
deceive you by any means; for that day 
shall not come, except there come a 
falling away first, and that man of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition.” But 
notice please, that the apostle is not 
talking about the coming of Jesus for 
His saints. Instead of that he is talking 
about the terrible and dreadful “day of 
the Lord” when evil shall come to full 
{fruition and judoment must fall because 
the cup of iniquity is full. That day of 
tribulation judgment cannot come except 
that first there shall come a falling away 
from the true faith; also the revelation 
and manifestation of the “man of sin” 
who is the anti-Christ. 

There are three types of Christ and 
His church. First, there was Joseph. He 
was engaged to and married Asenath, a 
Gentile bride during the time of his 
rejection and before the time of the 
famine. Even so it will be with our 
Christ. We are now bethrothed to Him 
as a chaste virgin during the time of 
rejection by the world at large and be- 
fore tribulation woes begin. Then there 
was Moses who received a Gentile bride 
after his rejection and before passing 
through the tribulation woe under Phar- 
aoh. Furthermore, there was Enoch who 
is undoubtedly a type of translation 
saints. Remember, he “walked with God 
and was not, for God took him.” Now 
before his translation he had this testi- 
mony that he “pleased God.” He was 
caught away before the flood. Noah was 
kept through the flood as the remnant 
of Israel will be kept in the world in a 
place of safety. Noah was kept through 
the flood when all others were over- 
whelmed by it. Enoch, on the other hand, 
was taken out of the world. He is a 
true type of the church of Jesus Christ 
being caught away before tribulation 
judgment begins. 

Jesus says, “Behold, I come quickly, 
hold that fast which thou hast that no 
man take thy crown.” This is His warn- 
ing that He is coming to capture His 
church, coming quickly. In view of His 
speedy return, the church is admonished 
to hold that fast which they have that 
no man steal from it that which properly 
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belongs to it. You will notice also that in 
this passage there is the promise of 
Christ that he will cause those who are 
called “the synagogue of Satan,” to 
know that Christ loves His own. There 
is coming a day all unreality will be 
shown up for what it is, a thing that is 
hateful forever to Christ. There is com- 
ing a day when Christ will plainly reveal 
the real from the unreal, the true from 
the untrue. There will come a day when 
modernism will be shown up for what 
it is even thought parading under a ban- 
ner of apparent orthodoxy. There will 
come a day when all Christ-rejecting, 
Bible-denying atheists who parade in 
ecclesiastical and denominational garbs 
will be revealed for what they are, the 
very “synagogue of Satan.” God grant 
that we shall be found in Christ in that 
day of revelation. 

Notice the marvelous promise to him 
that overcometh. The promise is always 
made to the overcomer who overcomes 
the condition that is specifically spoken 
of in that local congregation as well, of 
course, as to all other forms of sin or 
shortcoming. This is the most inspiring 
of the seven promises. “Him that over- 
cometh,” says Jesus, “will I make a pillar 
in the temple of my God, and he shall 
go no more out: and I will write upon 
him the name of my God, and the name 
of the city of my God, which is new 
Jerusalem, which cometh down out of 
heaven from my God: and I will write 
upon him my new name.” To be made 
a pillar means that the overcomer will 
be permanently placed and stationed in 
the house of God, a monumental pil- 
lar; in other words, placed upon exhibi- 
tion to show forth the praises of Him 
who hath called us out of darkness 
into his marvelous light. Paul says that 
“we have been raised wp together, and 
made to sit together in heavenly places 
in Christ Jesus: that in the ages to come 
he might show the exceeding riches of 
his grace in his kindness toward us 
through Christ Jesus.” 


A pillar ‘in the temple of our God is 
a thing of permanence, a thing of 
strength, a thing of beauty, and a joy 
forever. Again Christ closes this letter 
by saying, “He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches.” Not everybody who goes to 
meeting has an ear to hear what the 
Spirit says; not everyone who listens 
to the preacher hears the voice of the 
Spirit. But in every assembly there are 
those who are the church of Jesus Christ, 
the true believers. They have an ear 
to hear. “Behold, I come quickly.” Let 
us hold fast that which we have that 
no man, or devil, take our crown. Amen.

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The Secret of Longevity

The problem as to why men do not 
live as long as do women is one that 
has been puzzling the experts. It is a 
well known fact that the life expectancy 
of the man is now 65.8 years whereas 
that of the woman is 71.5 years. Why 
should a woman live longer than a 
man? Woman belongs to what has been 
called the weaker sex. Man, being na- 
turally stronger, should live longer than 
she lives, or should at least live as long. 
Man naturally wants to live as long as 
possible, and so he has been looking for 
a solution of the problem with the hope 
that he may discover the secret of the 
longevity of woman and adopt a method 
whereby his life can be prolonged. 

It has been discovered that a con- 
tributing cause of early death is over- 
weight. Reducing by means of dieting 
has very materially increased the length 
of the span of life of those who have 
adopted the plan, provided they con- 
tinued to diet and thus keep their 
weight down after the body had been 
reduced to a normal weight. But the 
discovery was also made that reducing, 
for some unknown reason, is more ef- 
ficacious in the case of women than in 
the case of men. Of the women who 
reduced 50 per cent lived longer, where- 
as in the case of men only 20 per cent 
were thus benefitted. So it is believed 
that the secret that is being sought lies 
elsewhere. 

The investigators now believe they 
are on the right track. There is some- 
thing, it is believed, in the feminine 
constitution of woman that accounts 
for the fact that she lives longer than 
man. If the constitution of man by some 
scientific means can be made to con- 
form in the required measure to the 
constitution of woman he will live as 
long as will his companion of the 
“weaker sex.” All of which is very in- 
teresting. 

I have been thinking of a good way 
--and I think the only way—by which 
both men and women can prolong their 
lives. It is a well known fact that min- 
isters as a rule, live longer than do men 
of any other vocation. Why is this? 
There can be no effect without a cause. 
The average minister keeps his body 
under; he lives on a higher moral level; 
he does not engage in dissipation. If he 
is a godly minister, as he should be, he 
believes that his body is a temple of the 
Holy Ghost, and he treats it as such. 
This is conducive to good health, and 
consequently to long life. So we appear 
io be on the right track when we start 
here. Righteousness is an outstanding 
factor in prolonging the life of him who 
possesses it and practices it. 


The soul and the body are so vitally 
connected that a sin against one Is a Sin” 
against the other. The well informed 
know that a fit of anger has an evil ef- 
fect upon the organism of the body, and 
that repeated fits of anger endanger the 
health and may result in shortening the 
span of life. ihe 

Indulgence in narcotics is one of the — 
sins that militate against longevity. It 
undermines the health of the body, 
tends to weaken the physical organs, — 
and is undoubtedly a promoter of the 
heart disease that is now carrying off so 
many of our people, many of them in 
their forties or fifties or early sixties. 
My own brother, a scientist with an in-— 
ternational reputation in his particular 
field, undoubtedly shortened his life by — | 
indulgence in cigarettes. He had been _ 
sent on an important mission to Hawaii, — 
and while there had a heart attack. 
When he returned to his post as head 
of the Department of Biochemistry at 
the University of Minnesota he was 
thoroughly examined by his physician, ~ 
and was told that he must discontinue 


smoking cigarettes; he was told that a f 


continuance of the practice would prob- 
ably prove fatal. The doctor said, “If 
you will follow my instructions you will 


probably live for several years. No more ~ 


cigarettes.” So he discontinued smoking. 
Apparently he entirely recovered. Then 
he began to smoke again. One day he 
had a sudden heart attack. He was hur- 
ried to the hospital. All was done that — 
medical aid could do. But before’ his 
wife had time to apprise me of his ill- 
ness he died. He had had his warning, 
and had he heeded it he would prob- 
ably be living today, for he was eleven 
years my junior, and was always stronger 
physically than I was. 

One day on a train in a diner an army 
officer seated across the table from me 
asked me to smoke a cigarette with him. 
1 thanked him, but added, “I never 
smoked a cigarette in my life, and never 
cxpect to. Cigarettes killed my brother.” 
He looked at me and said, “You never 
smoked a cigarette in your life?” I said, 
“Never.” “And how old are you?” It was 
several years ago, and I replied, “Sev- 
enty-three.” “Well,” he said, “if I were 
you Td not begin now!” And I said, “I 
don’t intend to.” 

Would that our young men, and 
young women too, would take warning. 
That which militates against our physi- 
cal welfare, like that which militates 
against our spiritual welfare, is sin. And 
it is impossible for us to sin with im- 
punity. Many a man has sinned and has 
repented, and his sin has been forgiven. 
But this does not mean that his body 
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has been so made over that it is now’ 


ia the condition it would be in if he had 
never sinned. He may go to an early 
grave as a result of the sin he commit- 
ted when he was an unsaved sinner. 
Righteousness is like a tonic. It is true 
that many who possess it are not in 
good health. Their ill health may be due 
to dissipation prior to their being saved, 
or it may be due to heredity, or to some 
other cause. But the fact remians that 
righteousness is conducive to health, and 
undoubtedly many of us who are not 
strong physically would have gone to 
our graves years ago if we had persisted 
in indulging in sin. 

it was tobacco that caused the death 
of General Grant. This was the consen- 
sus of the opinion of the medical pro- 
fession at the time of his death. He 
would have died if he had never in- 
dulged in it, but the doctors said it 
shortened his life. It is a well known 
fact that the chances of recovery from 
the effects of a surgical operation are 
iuch greater if the subject of the opera- 
tion is not addicted to the use of to- 
bacco. 


The cigarette manufacturers are do- 
ing their best to persuade us that to 
smoke is a mark of manliness, and in 
the interest of greater profits they en- 
deavor to make smoking fashionable. 
Large sums of money are spent in ad- 
vertising the various brands of cigar- 
ettes that have been placed on the mar- 
ket. The manufacturers of a certain 
brand advertise that it is “less irritat- 
ine” to the throat than are other brands. 
An admission, it will be seen, that it is 
irritating, even though it may be “less 
irritating,” which undoubtedly the man- 
ufaciurers of other brands would deny. 
These advertisements are in practically 
all the newspapers and magazines. 


And if we do not see advertisements 
of cigarettes we see intoxicating liquors, 
whiskey, gin or beer advertised. And 
the devil through these advertisements 
is telling people today what he told Eve 
at the beginning of human history. She 
was assured she would not be harmed, 
but benefitted, by indulgence. But it 
was a lie then and it is a lie now, one of 
the devil's lies. Hardly anybody, except 
those who in some way are connected 
with the nefarious traffic in strong drink, 
will argue otherwise. — 

It was not the design of God when 
He created man that he should live for 
just a little while here upon earth, and 
then sicken and die. Sickness and death 
came into the world as a result of sin. 
Both are connected with the curse. If 
~ man had not sinned there would be no 
death. The object of the incarnation was 
that the works of the devil might be de- 
stroyed, and their destruction has been 
assured by God. He set His seal to the 
divine plan when He raised our Lord 
from the dead. The time will come when 
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there will be no sin, and consequently 
no death. “The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death.” \s it then surprising 
that righteousness, even though sickness 
and death are still prevalent in the 
earth, is conducive to better health and 
long.r life? It is undoubtedly true that 
if we were all righteous, and would 
practice righteousness daily, the life 
span of man, even before the beginning 
of the millennium, would be greatly 
lengthened. 


The Bible teaches us very emphatical- 
ly that the tendency of righteousness is 
toward longevity. We read, “The fear 
of the Lord tendeth to life,” and again, 
“My son, forget not my law, and let 
thine heart keep my commandments: 
for length of days, and long life, and 
peace, shall they add unto thee.” (Prov. 
19:23;3:1, 2). God says concerning the 
man who sets his love upon Him, “With 
long life will I satisfy him, and show 
him my salvation” (Ps. 91:16). In Prov. 
10:27 we read, “The fear of the Lord 
prolongeth days: but the years of the 
wicked shall be shortened.”

“I despaired of Chepe ever even get- 
ting saved, and now he is in Bible 
school!” exclaimed Clotilde through her 
tears. “I accepted the Lord nine years 
ago and ever since he has done every- 
thing possible to hinder me from serv- 
ing the Lord. Three years ago I was at 
the point of leaving him, but my pastor 
advised me not to. Last year Chepe 
took very sick with an intestinal inflam- 
mation. Realizing in desperation that 
there was little the doctor could do he 
let me call my pastor, who came bring- 
ing two deacons with him. Before the 
pastor prayed, he told my husband that 
he was seriously ill and had better accept 
the Lord as his Saviour no matter what 
happened. He did accept the Lord, hal- 
Jelujah! The pastor prayed for him, and 
a short while later he passed a lot of 
infected matter. The next morning he 
was up before I was and has been 
serving the Lord faithfully ever since.” 


Chepe is one of 52 young men from 
all parts of El Salvador who have come 
to enroll in the Bible Institute in order 
to prepare themselves for service in the 
ripened harvest field. This is the largest 
enrollment of local students we have 
ever had. There have been more in the 
school, but always some came from other 
countries, which now have their own 
schools. 

Every Saturday afternoon the stu- 
dents leave for their week-end assign- 
ments, putting into practice what they 
are learning. All of the first- and sec- 
ond-year students carry a waterproof 
envelope with about 45 pieces of gospel 
literature and a hundred tracts. They 
ask the pastor of the church they visit 
for a local believer to accompany them 
as thev go house to house through the 
community and as far as four miles 
around selling, giving out tracts, and 
evangelizing. Many people come to the 
services for the first time in their lives 
as a result of these invitations. 

This year in school the main emphasis 
is FURTHER ON. We plan to take a 
car full of students every Sunday into 
areas where we have no churches yet. 
Yesterday we took five students with us, 
leaving home at six in the moming 
and traveling 90 miles, much of it over 
rough. rut-filled dirt roads. On the way 
we left one student where there were 
five believers, but where there had been 
no preaching for a number of years be- 
cause of the distance to any of our other 
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churches. He was to go house to 
house through the area and preach that 
night. We would pick him up on our 
return. 

Leaving that place we had to ford six 
rivers (fortunately it hadn't rained for 
eight days) to get to our destination, a 
provincial capital of about 5,000. After 
inquiry, we were directed to a house 
where the man was, or at least had 
been, a believer. After explaining to him 
who we were and our object in coming, 
we were given permission to have a serv- 
ice in his house that night. He told us 
that another mission had a chapel in 
the town but had not had a service for 
ten years because of lack of workers. 

The four students went house to house 
through the town inviting people to the 
service, giving out tracts, and succeed- 
ing in selling literature, including Bibles 
and Gospel portions. In their visits they 
found several professed believers and 
others very friendly to the gospel. At the 
service that night there were ten adults 
besides the children and another ten 
adults were outside listening. They 
asked us to come back the next Sunday. 
Two other towns were entered in this 
manner in the last four months and now 
thev have resident pastors. 

On our way home we stopped to pick 
up the other student. He had 30 in his 
service, and two were reclaimed in this 
first meeting. All the people asked for 
him to return and even took up an offer- 
ing to cover his bus fare to get there 
the next Saturday. They want him every 
week until school is out. By then we 
hope to have a group and can leave this 
student as permanent pastor.

Nearly everyone who attended the 
General Council which has just been 
concluded will agree that it was about 
the most momentous in the history of 
our movement. 


The registration was the largest ever 
enrolled at a General Council, with a 
total of 2,627 registered. Hundreds at- 
tended who did not register. 

Some of our most outstanding and 
capable speakers were pr esented in each 
service so that we were greatly blessed 
by the preaching of the Word. Our own 
Ralph Wilkerson of Richmond thrilled 
us with a stirring message at the open- 
ing rally. Brother Gayle ‘Lewis spoke at 
the first regular morning session on the 
subject of “Balance.” THe said, “True 
greatness is not measured by the posi- 
tion one holds. or by the church one 
pastors but by the ability one has to 
keep balance.” He also said, “We need 
to counter-balance all growth and _ suc- 
cess with God.” 

C. M. Ward of Bakersfield preached 
on “Power From on High.”

Peter’s Grand Testimony 


“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.”—Matt. 16:16 

God will not force men to believe 
and accept the gospel. He provides the 
material; and each man builds his faith 
as he builds his house, out of the mate- 
rials God supplies. Some men try to 
force their faith on other men, but God 
is not the author of racks and thumb- 
screws. Christ had lived and taught be- 
fore the people; had furnished material 
to form a faith, and now He asks what 
men say of Him. The public declared 
He was a prophet risen from the dead. 
They apprehended two facts: first, that 
there was no evil in Him; and second, 
His life was different from the lives of 
other men. The world will recognize 
this in every true follower of Christ— 
a pure nature and a life above that of 
the worldling. But Peter's estimate was 
higher still. He said: “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” He 
enthroned Him. This was the grandest 
act of Peter’s life. To enthrone Christ. 

He did it by inspiration. Flesh and 
blood did not reveal it to him. It takes 
inspiration to enthrone Christ. Men are 
“horn” into a new life, into the super- 
natural, not reasoned into it. Christ will 
make the believer sensible of his state. 
“Blessed art thou.” This is the response 
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to every soul who enthrones Him. 
Blessed because he knew, for once that 
he was with God. This gives the soul 
rest. This is enough: to come into the 
transfiguration hours, where clouds and 
doubts.are gone, and when we can say, 
by the Spirit, that Jesus is the Christ.

He adds, “Seventy- 
eight per cent of all deaths among doc- 
tors are due to coronary heart disease 
and a similar per cent of all doctors are 
heavy smokers.”

Telephone Crystals Store Knowledge 

Bell Telephone Laboratories an- 
nounced yesterday development of tiny 
flat crystals with the ability to remem- 
ber vast amounts of information. 

They are expected to have wide ap- 
plication in providing much smaller 
equipment than now available for 
“memory or information storage appli- 
cations in telephone switching systems, 
electronic computers and other devices. 

One of the new crystals, only a few 
thousandths of an inch thick and a half 
inch square can store approximately 250 
bits of memory for an indefinite period, 
said Bell scientists. The light amber- 
colored crystals are artificially grown 
from the chemical barium titanate. 
Newest Brain Makes Figures Easy 

Construction of the world’s fastest 
digital computer-type electronic brain 
has been announced by Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratory. 

The device, called Oracle (Oak Ridge 
Automatic Computer, Logical Engine), 
will be installed at Oak Ridge. 

The $350,000 computer can multiply 
i2 digit numbers such as 999,999,999,- 
399 by 999,999,999,999 some 2,000 times 
a second. 

It can solve, in 20 to 30 minutes a 
mathematical problem which would 
take five to six years for two mathema- 
ticians to solve with desk-type electric 
calculators. 

Seven Freedoms 
At his White House desk, President 
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Eisenhower signed a _ Declaration of 
Freedom in July 153, drawn up by the 
fundamentalist National Association of 
Evangelicals and based on “seven di- 
vine freedoms,” found in the 23rd Psalm. 
The seven: 

FREEDOM FROM WANT: “The 
Lord is my Shepherd, I shall not want.” 

FREEDOM FROM HUNGER: “He 
maketh me to lie down in green pas- 
tures.” 

FREEDOM FROM THIRST: “He 
leadeth me beside the still waters.” 

FREEDOM FROM SIN: “He restor- 
eth my soul: he leadeth me in the paths 
of righteousness for His name's sake.” 

FREEDOM FROM FEAR: “Yea, 
though [ walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: 
for thou art with me, thy rod and thy 
staff they comfort me.” 

FREEDOM FROM’ ENEMIES: 
“Thou preparest a table before me in 
the presence of mine enemies.” 

FREEDOM TO LIVE ABUNDANT- 
LY: “Thou anointest my head with oil; 
my cup runneth over. Surely goodness 
and mercy shall follow me all the days 
of my life: and I will dwell in the house 
of the Lord forever.” 

Words and Works 

Mitsuo Fuchida, 51, one time Jap- 
anese navy airman, who directed the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor, and later be- 
came a Christian convert and mission- 
ary paid Hawaii a return visit recently. 
“This time,” he told reporters, “I come 
not with orders from Tokyo, but from a 
higher command: God.” 

When he spoke of a wish to lay a 
wreath on a bombed-out hulk of the 
U. S. S. Arizona, which still holds the 
bodies of 1,092 U. S. Navymen below 
decks, the Honolulu Advertiser editori- 
alized: “Hawaii will listen with interest 
to what Captain Fuchida has to say, but 
Tflawaii believes that his chief mission 
as a Christian now ‘ies in Japan.” 


Does World Hope Rest in America? 

A Jook across the pages of history and 
a warning that America is the last great 
hope of the world was given to the 
members of Chamber of Commerce by 
James Mussatti of San Francisco, gen- 
eral manager of the California State 
Chamber of Commerce. He pointed out 
that the extravagance, corruption and 
soft living are flaws which caused the 
decline of the Roman Empire, France 
and England as world powers. The 
great fundamental difference between 
America and the Communists is that 
we recognize God,” he declared. “All 
the great documents this country has 
given to the world emphasize our belief 


in God. Our founding fathers were men 
with granite in their souls, iron in their 
backbones. They never engaged in 
compromise. They knew the govern- 
ment was something to live under—not 
something to live on. Great nations are 
born on a principle. They die at the 
hands~of moral decay, socialism and 
corruption.” 

Desert Shali Blossom as a Rose 

For centuries the land between the 
Jordan River and Jericho was sub- 
merged by the Dead Sea. Then the wa- 
ters evaporated, leaving a thin layer of 
salt, which experts said forbade recla- 
mation of that stretch. 

Now bananas, vines, vegetables and 
trees grow on that once desolate land, 
because one man did not agree with 
the experts that the land could never 
be reclaimed. 

Musa Alami, chairman of the Arab 
Development Society, thought those 
5,000 acres of barren land, if irrigated, 
could help solve the problem of Pales- 
tine Arab refugees now living on Jor- 
danian territory. Several thousand of 
them, Alami believed, could be estab- 
lished in that region. 

Four years ago, Alami asked United 
Nations expert advice toward rendering 
that land fertile. The experts analyzed 
the soil and gave a negative answer. 
Their reports said even if water were 
found the land was too salty for any 
vegetation to grow on it. 

But Alami had faith. Today his dream 
has come true and thousands of Pales- 
tine Arab refugees are now living on 
Jordanian territory.

Africa Nilsens 

(Brother and Sister J. W. Nilsen are 
at-the mission station at Gombari, Kib- 
ali Ituri, in the Belgian Congo.) 

A new leper camp has been estab- 
lished some ten kilometers from our 
station. We have regular services twice 
a week there. At the close of one service 
thirty-nine listeners raised their hands 
for salvation. It is a joy to minister to 
them, for they have a great hunger for 
the Word of God. They are a sad-look- 
ing lot. Some are minus toes or even feet; 
some have no fingers or hands; and 
others have an ear missing or the nose 
is being slowly eaten away by the 
disease. 

For a long time we have been trying 
to obtain a concession in the native city 
which is located just on the outskirts 
of Gombari. Now it seems that we are 
going to obtain that permit. We plan 
tc build a brick church and _ possibly 
a school with a native worker's house. 
We have been having fine services and 
have a good group of Christians there 
now. What we need is a permanent 
place of worship. 


Chile Dowdy 

(Brother and Sister Lowell Dowdy 
are in Valdivia, Chile, a part of the 
world which is welcoming spring after 
a hard winter in the months we expe- 
rience summer. ) 

Many are the spiritual needs in this 
country. Missionary work in the 
south of Chile is almost on the skid- 
road basis. There is only one other coun- 
try in the world that has more drunk- 
ards than Chile. That is France. To com- 
bat Monday absenteeism because of too 
much drinking on Sunday, there is a 
social law that pays a 56-hour week. 
The requirement is that a man work no 
less than 46 hours of the 48-hour work- 
ing week. When our brethren evangelize 
and miss a half day’s work, they sacrifice 
one and a half day’s pay. Because of 
inflation this is a heavy burden on them. 
So we try to give them Testaments, 
Bibles, and Gospel portions to sell on 
the train. This not only propagates the 
gospel, but in a measure recompenses 
the brethren for their loss. Money sent 
to the Missions Department for the Val- 
divia literature fund is used to buy more 
literature for this cause.

~ Report of the WMC 


Edith Whipple, National Secretary 


At the last General Council the Wo- 
men’s Missionary Council was recog- 
nized as a national organization and an 
integral part of the Assemblies of God. 
The National Executive Secretary was 


appointed by the Executive Presbytery 
the latter part of September, 1951, and 
the office began functioning the latter 
part of October. The office is amenable 
to a committee of three, appointed by 
the General Superintendent, composed 
of Noel Perkin, Fred Vogler, and Mrs. 
George H. Carmichael. 

The purpose of the national WMC 
office is to synchronize the needs of-the 
missionaries with the work the women 
of our assemblies can do. 


While Women’s Missionary Council 
has been organized in some districts as 
long as twenty-eight years, scores of new 
groups have been established since na- 
tional recognition was given to the wo- 
men’s work. WMC is organized now in 
4] of our 42 districts, with local groups 
active in all districts. Individual or- 
ganized groups number around 3,400, 
representing about 54 per cent of our 
churches. Membership totels approxi- 
mately 36,000. God’s blessing has rested 
sigually upon this organization these 
past two years. 

‘he first composite national report of 
the \¥comen’s Missionary Council reveals 
the colossal achievement of the woinen 
in the past year. ‘The Woruen’s Mission- 
arv Councils have viven nearly a half 
inition dollars this past year in cash of- 
ferings to missionaries, and for the pur- 
chase of new equipment tor their out- 
fils, mission station furnishings, food 
supplies, etc. They hav2 given this 
amount of cash in addition to their reg- 
ular church missionary offe:mgs. 

Nearly $200,000 cash was given for 
foreign missionaries and projects; over 
$74,000 cash was given for the program 
of the National Home Missions and 
Benevolence Departments, including 
our children’s homes in the States and 
the five in Alaska, other gospel work in 
Alaska, our retirement home at Pinellas 
Park, Florida, and Indian reservation 
missions; and almost $200,000 cash was 
contributed for district and local church 
projects, such as campground and Bible 
School needs, pioneer assemblies, new 


Sunday schools, church and parsonage 
furnishings. 

The long hours of work and sacrifice 
on the part of our faithful women can 
never be told in the 7,000 boxes and 
drums of rejuvenated clothing sent for 
our children’s homes, foreign orphanges 
and overseas relief. Neither can we 
know the physical and spiritual uplift 
telt by the missionaries, and victories 
won on the mission fields through the 
intercession of our WMC’s in more than 
217,000 prayer meetings and devotional 
services reported. And only eternity will 
reveal the value of nearly one million 
pieces of gospel literature distributed— 
Bibles and Gospel portions, tracts and 
Scripture awards. 

In addition to the large amount of 
cash contributed in WMC projects, the 
women have sent in more than $13,000 
for the support of our national WMC 
office in the 20 months of operation prior 
to the close of the fiscal year. The office 
has been supported by contributions 
from the district WMC. organizations 
and individual churches,’ and_ offerings 
received on National WMC Day, ob- 
served in February 1952, and February 
1953. 

We commend our WMC's sincerely 
for making this department entirely self- 
supporting in these formative months.
